Aad Mmkei Himself Out «n Abused In- 
dividuai. 


Geo. Hazzard was at Logansport 
Saturday and made the following 
statement to a Journal reporter: 


In pursuance of an agreement made 
with the presecuting attorney of De- 
Kalb county, at Indiana^lis, in the 
presence of Mr. Byfield, Edgar Hen- 
derson, Mrs. Gear and D. C. Justice, 
of this city, to the effect that he was to 
be allowed to go to Auburn and trans- 
act some private busine^ at that 
place without arrest on trifling char- 
ges, he went to Waterloo last Satur- 
day, and in the evening drove over to 
Auburn, four miles distant. 
He had 
been there but a few minutes when 
an affidavit was made, and he was ar- 
rested for provoking an a ^ u l t a 
year or two ago. 
This 
was 
immediately followed by five other 
warrants for provoking assaults, car- 
rying concealed weapons and desecrat- 
ing th« Sabbath. 
He declined at that 
late hour to give bail, and refusing to 
try the cases that night he.was put in 
jail by the sheriff. On Monday he 
was arrested on four other warrants 
on like charges, and refused trials on 
one pretext or another. On Tuesday, 
Mr. Byfield, one of his attorneys from 
Indianapolis, and Mr. Edgar Hender- 
son arrived, and demonstrations were 
begun. A fellow by the name of Cool, 
and another named Grose threatened 
Henderson that if he bailed Hazzard 
outof jail they would shoot Hazzard and 
mob Henderson, and seven shot guns 
were stacked in the open court house 
yard, and several others in an adjoin- 
ing building, and various demonstra- 
tions made, until the sheriff ordered 
the yard cleared. On Wednesday, the 
argument on the indictment for em- 
bezzlement came up before Judge 
McClellan, and the court quashed it. 
Hazzard then prepared to fight the 
thirteen arrests that had been made, 
and took a change of venue to Butler, 
aud finally succeeded in beatingevery 
case in which he had been arrested 
l>efore a justice of the peace. In the 
meantime some of the charges were 
revamped before the grand jury, who, 
in 
accordance 
with 
the general 
programme, indicted him again. He 
at once gave bail on the charge until 
the nevt term, and was discharged. He 
went from here to Indianapolis this 
morning to meeta charge made against 
him by his enemies, in the United 
States court. Hazzard has been arrests 
cd forty-one times by the Auburn 
crowd, and now proposes to put them 
on the defensive. He Vows that all 
the money he can raise shall be placed 
to "law account" for the benefit of 
those who have been pursuing him for 
the last year. 
The conduct of the 
prosecuting attorney in violating the 
.igreement made with Hazzard is se- 
verely condemned by him, and it so 
strikes the ordinary observer.

The general omnibus company of 
Paris for some past has made use of 
electricity for subduing vicioushorses. 
By the process adopted, intractable 
animals given to biting, rearing and 
kicking are rendered inoffensive, and 
submit peaceably to be groomed and 
harnessed. To obtain this result a weak 
current of electricity is passed into the 
mouth of the horse each time it be- 
comes restive. The will of the ani- 
mal seems almost annihilated. The 
current is produced by a small induc- 
tion machine of the Clarke 8ystem,the 
wires of which communicate with the 
bit of the bridle. The employment of 
electricity is said to produce a sort of 
uneasiness or torpor rather than pain, 
and is much less barbarous than many 
taming methods hitherto adopted.

A GREAT BATTLE. 


A telegram from Maritzbui^, dated 
May 14th, says that there is exciting 
news from the Tugela frontier, near 
Helpmakaar; on the 11th of May a 
great battle took place at a point be- 
tween Thingpost and Sanhawala. The 
powerful chief, Matcona, with all bis 
people, numbering some thousands, 
had resolved to surrender to the 
British. He was joined by Dabal- 
manri, 
Cettewayo's brother, who 
commanded the ¿ulus at Gengihlova 
and a remnant of that army, its chief 
having kept away from Cettewayo 
since their defeat through fear. When 
nearing Thringpost they were un- 
expectedly interreputed by a power- 
ful force, supposed to be commanded 
by Cettewayo, and coming from the 
northwards. A conflict ensued, re- 
sulting in the great slaughter of the 
Zulus who wished to surrender. 
They 
were dispersed and driven back, and 
Maticona captured. 
It is reported 
Dabelmanzi is killed. King Cetowayo, 
elated with his success and apparently 
learning that Lord Chelmsford's col- 
umns have made aforward movement, 
has snmmonod all his followers and 
has taken a strong position at the fork 
of the White Umyellosi. At his back 
are some of the highest known moun- 
tains of Zulu, and densely wooded 
at the case, and the country in front 
is swampy. Here the king evidently 
awaits the British. 
Native scouts 
state he has declared he will never 
surrender. 
He is believed to have 
collected all his available forces, and 
raids in Natal arc now feared. A 
bridge across the Tugela is now avail- 
able for light transport. 
Col. Pearson, 
who has been suffering from fever, is 
better. 
Much 
sickness from sun- 
stroke prevails. 
The Boers in Trans- 
vaal are quieted down. 
Col. Crea- 
lak's column has had some skirmishing 
with unimportant results.
